The 
measure was accompanied by a lengthy 
report from the democrats of the com- 
mittee In its favor, while the republic 
can members, headed by Representa- 
tive Payne, of New York, unanimous- 
ly reported against it. Indications are 
that the passage of the bill w'ill be 
stubbornly contested, but no Intimation 
has been given as to the time to be 
granted for debate.

"The position of the tariff board ap- 


pears to be," says the report, "that 
they, in conference with and under the 
sole control of the president shall he 
the sole judges as to what part of the 
data they collect may b'e likely to be 
ot service for purposes of legislation; 
and this situation must be considered 
with reference to the viewpoint of the 
president concerning tariff legislation. 


"It is therefore riot impossible that 


there may be some such delay in the 
communication to the congress of sta- 
tistical information collected by tne 
tariff 
board 
concerning 
wool .• and 


woolen goods, as there has been in 
communicating to congress or making 
public the data- by the bureau of cor- 
porations concerning investigations of 
the steel and other industries." 


The report maintains that any fur- 


ther delay in tee revision o£ the woo 
and woolen schedule would be objec- 
tionable, to the public. In explaining

general scheme of society. That sending the drunk- 
ard io jail is a futile process wants no better proof 
than the police court and jail records showing how 
these besotted men constantly come and go with_ al- 
most regular periodicity. 


It costs the public to maintain these men in jail and 


seme of them are there half of the time. There comes 
from the jail method of dealing with them no good 
to the public and worse than no good to the drunk- 
ards themselves. It is an expensive and irrational 
way to get at the problem and the sooner a rational 
substitute is found for it the better for the community 
and certainly for the unfortunate victims of the al- 
coholic disease. 


The different units of government are undertaking 


to combat the ravages of tuberculosis by the mainte- 
nance of public sanitaria. It is of not much less im- 
portance to attempt some such rational way of deal- 
ing with the drunkards. A small farm where these 
men may be comfortably housed, properly fed, af- 
forded 3. medical and hygienic regimen suited to their 
needs and kept for a reasonable season at wholesome 
and useful labor would do more good in a year than 
all the money that has been spent by this community 
curing its entire existence for the arrest and incarcera- 
tion of drunkards. It is as much a duty of society to 
l-,aye_concern for the betterment of these delinquents 


•"'as it is-to take a.prudent regard for the care of the 


'insane, the idiotic, the epileptic or defectives of any 
sort. - For all these custodial care is provided and that 
of such a kind as will, if anything can, do them good, 


;• while the drunkard is permitted to drift on his helpless 


course with no hand outstretched to aid him. And 
as regards the drunkard, let it be 'borne in mind, 


• there is in a majority of cases a man who, but for the 
• hard grip the disease of alcoholism has upon him, is a 


sane, efficient man who constitutes no menace of any 
sqrt to society and who, if rescued from his malady, 
would be industrious and of service. 
Nine out ot 


every ten chronic drunkards of the sort who come 
periodically into the police courts and go from there to 
the jails and workhouses have.still in them the poten- 
tialities of decent, useful and self-supporting man- 
hood. These are worth saving. But jails and work- 
houses, with their criminal associations and their de- 
pression of the minds and .their searing of the morals 
of men whose worst offense is a habit that society 
reprobates only according to its degree, will not save 
these men. 


Let a new course be tried. It can easily be in- 


augurated by letting the unfortunates go with kind 
admonition after they have been in custody long 
enough to have recovered from the debauches which 
bring them under notice of the police. There is more 


• common sense as well as more humanity in sending a 


nerve-shattered drunkard to a physician than down 
to the sheriff. And it costs no more.

GARY'S REACTION. 


SNOBBERY IN THE ARMY. 


Now comes the army to match snobbery with the 


navy. President Taft has just given emphasis to the 
incident by stern rebuke of an officer who sought to 
prejudice the case of a young Jew recently taking an 
examination for a commission. 
The young man had 


entered the army as a private upon the advice of 
President Roosevelt with the purpose of working him- 
self up to commissioned rank. 
There is nothing in 


his record, either as a soldier or a man, to prejudice 
his worthy ambition. 
Colonel Garrard, the officer 


who disapproved his examination for promotion, based 
his action entirely upon the ground that the young man 
i? a Jew and "undesirable" as a "social associate'' in 
the army. Colonel Garrard's report on the matter is 
what aroused the stern indignation of the president. 
It 


furnishes its own comment and is here given: 


The applicant is a son oi Mr. Joseph A. Bloom, 


of Jewish persuasion, who is now, and has been 
for a number of years, a tailor at this post. His 
associates, as for as I know, and that of his family 
have been with enlisted men and their families and 
have been respectable. 


The young man is undoubtedly honest and up- 


right, ambitious and probably deserving, but for 
the reasons stated I would not desire him in my 
command as an officer and a social and personal 
associate. 


The presence of the applicant's family at a 


military post would be subversive of discipline 
and their probable treatment a source of morti- 


(Pittsburg Dispatch.) 


The Dispatch has heretofore had occasion to speak of the 


ability, skill and judgment of Judge Gary as a represen- 
tative of the great industrial combinations. He has always 
maintained the attitude of conciliating public opinion and 
has succeeded more than any other man o£ that class in 
lending an air of reality to that fiction of the good trusts. 
But it is .necessary to say that he went far to destroy his 
reputation as an economic .expert by declaring before the 
he use committee that he believed the proper solution of the 
c-ircbination question to be acceptance of the big trust, 
with government regulation extending even to the prices 
of their products. 


It is to be recognized that In that attitude Judge Gary 


accepts the logical conclusion from his dogmatic premise 
that combination is necessary to prevent industries like 
that of the United Statjj Steel company from being ruineS 
by competition. The dogma Is untrue, as proved by the 
very instance ivhich Judge Gary and others cite. tl)e de- 
moralized condition of the iron and steel trade before the 
formulation of the big combination. For in that period 
Mi. Andrew Carnegie and his corporation demonstrated 
that competition yielded large profits for those equipped 
with the most modern methods. But given the postulate of' 
the necessity of combinations that can control prices, it 
Inevitably follows that unless the combinations are to be 
greater than the government the latter must exercise con- 
trol of the monopoly's prices. 


The most important phase of this remarkable concession is 


its- illustration of the inevitable way in which the attempts 
to suppress competition land us back into medievalism. 
The experiment of legal fixing of prices was the ruling 
economic feature of the later middle ages, and the experi- 
ence of it was that it was invariably a failure and generally 
a burden on the development of industry. There is no evi- 
dence that a governmental board would be better quali- 
fied to fix prices than a joint conference of steel men. The 
contrary is the case, since the steel men would be better 
versed in the subject; and has. at least the check of know- 
ing that people will not buy the products when the price 
is beyond their economic ability to purchase. The gov- 
ernment board may fix the price either too high or too 
low. 
If too high, people will produce abundantly, speed- 


ily turn out more than consumers will take at the high 
prices: if too low, production will stop until former prices 
can be surreptitiously exacted. 


There is one, and only one, measure of a just price. 


That is the price which manufacturers or producers are 
willing to take under the free action of demand and sup- 
ply. 
To have the government undertake to fix unalterable 


prices is like asking it to abolish the attraction of gravi- 
tation.

PRESERVATION OF IDEALS. 


(Pittsburg Post.) 


In his address at the democratic banquet at St. Paul 


Thursday night, former Governor Folk, of Missouri, said 
that the question at issue at the present time does not call 
for the founding of a new party, but rather demands the 
preservation of the Ideals of the democratic party. This 
hits the nail squarely on the head. There is no demand 
for a new party, but there is a growing and an all-powerful 
sentiment favorable to tho principles of the democratic 
party, and it there is anything In the signs of the times 
thu American people are going to give those principles a 
thorough test just as soon as the opportunity is presented 
to them. They have made a splendid start by electing- a 
democratic majority in the lower house, and to swerve to a 
new track at this stage would be to complicate conditions 
arM postpone the realization of the popular hopes. 


Mr. Folk expressed the opinion that a crisis has been 


reached In the affairs of the republic, and he blames the 
high tariff of the republican party for creating a condition 
that is little better than legalized graft This is exempli- 
fied by the wave of corruption that Is sweeping the country 
and becoming a national disease. 
He believes the govern- 


ment is in a large measure to blame for fostering the 
growth of this condition, which Is radiating through of- 
ficial channels all over the country. 


Those democrats who are endeavoring to make them- 


selves believe that the time is opportune to create a new 
party are pursuing a course calculated to work a great Seal 
of harm. What t?t£y should do is to cultivate their own 
party at a time when it'is in the ascendency and not at- 
tempt to cherk the forward movement. If the democrats in 
all the states stand firm ai this time there •win be little 
doubt of their success. The people are rallying to the stand- 
ard and ar« eager for action. The only effect of a new party 


j movement would be to shatter the crystallizing of an over- 
1 whetmlng force. That woald be party suicide But at any 
| rate there 5s no danger along that lino.

South Bend, Ind.. June 6.—The name 


of Rev. William Faruey Hovis. of St 
Paul's Methodist Episcopal Memorial 
church, of this city, will be presented 
to the general conference at Minnea- 
polis as a candidate for the episcopacy. 
Friends of the Rev. . Mr. Hovis are 
hopeful that he will have the solid 
delegation from Indiana, and already 
have received many such assurances. 


Dr. Hovis was born in Venango 


county. Pennsylvania. May 18. 1872. 
and his early training began In the cot- 
tage home out on the farm, where he 
was tausht how to work and pray. 


Ambitious for an education, he de- 


termined to work his way through 
school. 
Almost before he was old 


enough to secure a license he began 10 
teach In the country schools, and al- 
though he taught part of the year and 
went to school part, studying at nights 
and taking examinations on Satur- 
days, by the time he was 20 years old 
he hold a professional certificate and 
at the age of 21 he held a permanent 
certificate from the state of Pennsyl- 
vania exempting him from all further 
examinations. 


Made Way-Through College. 


By strenuous effort and close ap- 


plication he made his way through the 
academy at Barkeyville, Pa., and Grove 
City, Pa., and finally through Alle- 
gheny college, Meadville, Pa., from 
which he was graduated at the age of 
23, with high'honors and the degree 
of bachelor of arts (13. A.). 
Three 


years later he received from the in- 
stitution the degree of master of arts 
(M. A.), and only twelve years after 
his graduation was honored by his 
alma mater with the degree of doctor 
of divinity (D. D.). Immediately fol- 
lowing his graduation at Allegheny Dr. 
Hovis entered the theological depart- 
ment 
of 
Northwestern university, 


from which he received in 18DS the de- 
gree of bachelor of sacred theology (S. 
T. B.), being one of the seven 'honor 
men of the class. 


During his senior year In college he 


was editor in chief of the college Jour- 
nal, and ifi the senior year in the the- 
ological school .was president of the 
class. During the summer of 1901 he 
traveled extensively in Europe. 
/ 


His ministerial work has nil been in 


Indiana, within the bounds of the 
Northwest Indiana conference. 
His 


first work was a student charge at 
South Valparaiso, Ind., where he re- 
mained one year and a half. During 
.his senior year in theology he was ap- 
pointed to the First Methodist Episco- 
pal ' church of East Chicago, Ind., 
where he remained tor four years. On 
his return from Europe he was sent to 
Danville, Ind., where he met with such 
success that he was called at the end 
ot the first year to the St. Paul's Me- 
morial church of South Bend, Ind., 
where he is closing his ninth -year of 
work. During these years he has more 
than doubled the membership of the 
church. 
" It is a singular fact that when the 
late Clem Studebaker, of honored fame 
in Methodism, met young Hovis in 
1899, he recorded his name and address 
in his memorandum book, where he al- 
ways kept particularly such names as 
impressed him for future reference, 
and before he died, Nov. 27, 1901, Mr. 
Studebaker had talked, about Dr. Hovis 
for the pastorate of St. Paul's. 


Dr. Hovis is also a member of the 


fourth Ecumenical conference, which 
will convene in Toronto, Canada, Oct. 
11 to 17 of this year.
